feated leaſt in the purſuite, the enemie might take in the 
ſconſe Albertus, and ſo cut off the paſſage betwæne New- - 
port and Oftend, he ſent the Regiment of the Scots on the 
ſundate mozning,and the Regiment of the Almains vnder 
the command of Count Erneſtus to hinder the paſſage by

Pꝛeſentlie vppon this relolution, part of che enemies

Count Lodwick becing generall of the Worte, at his 
excellencies commaunde, gaue ouer the vhole direction 
thereof, to Sir Francis Vere, tho firſt commanded fir pe- 
ces of Artillerie, ubich were planted vpon the enemie, to

Ihe enemies Poꝛſe beeing thus duuen into the 
Downes, the commanders entred into diſpute , whether it 
were beſt to aduaunce i warde and charge vppon —

kate troupes, as they food vppon the ſandes; o tokepe 
our ſelues in the Downes, tchere we ſdoode imbattatled, 
end there attend the enemie: nheretin fir Francis Vere ap. 
poſed himſeiſe againſt che vhole counſell of warre,groun» 
ding himſelfe vpon theſe reaſons ; chat it was not ſafe to 
leaue a place of aduantage, to goe ſeeke an enemie vpon 
equall tearmes, conſidering the enemie would bee fozced 
bimſelfe to ſ&ke battell , and come vnto vs: tm it was 
bnpoſſible in that ballte Parch, ubich paſſed all calculati- 
on of reaſon, that thep ſhould ſo come pꝛouided with necel⸗ 
ſaries, to continue ante time, ubereas our men were vic- 
tuled ten two dates , and ſhoulde in that time mate with 
ſome alteration. 
The reſolution was directed by his opinion, and his cx- 
cellencie continued firme in the Downes to ſee that the e⸗ 
nimte would doe. : 
At fell out accozding vnto that, at Dp; Francis Vere 
bad befoze delinered : foz after ter houres expedation. 
the enemte came on to charge the Englich, uhich had the 
Uaungard of our Armie. 
The Engliſh as I (aide, being che Uaungard , hauing 
foined bat tell within a ſhozt time, fozced the ene mie to re- 
treat: Io flying to the toppes of the Downes , as our 
Englih followed the pantene happened (8s nee 
mult thozough the vneuenneſle of the place, nbic< was 
— being nothing but billes and valle ies of 
ſand) that che enemie had the like aduantage of our men, 
as ours had befoze vpon them ſo that our men ſometime 
fell off from the enemie, and ſometime the enemte fell ol 
from chem, as the aduantage of the place aſſiſted eſther 
partie : ſchich continued. the of chate houres.and an 
lard ie batten mg brenn a length th 
at re enimp:

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Francis Vere bzonght them againe to a ſtande , id been 
himſelfe hurt, gaue o2der foz the charge che ſeconde time, 
and commanded the following thereof to his bꝛocher Sy 
Horatio Vere, tho carried it ſo well, chat concerning the 
foztune of the date, there is much attributed to his val⸗ 
dur. Foz our Troupes charging the enemie witha ſhont, 
and being ſeconded with two Troupesof. Hozſe,after the 


battell was well ioyned, the enemte diſrowtedand neuer 
made head againe. 

It appeareth chat all our E that twere tof 
flaine betweene our Canon and the Canon ot rhe bn 


vþich were planted in the front of eicher Armie. 

The Arch⸗ duke had intelligence that the fates were be» 
tweene ſeauen 02 etght thouſand rong on kate, andfdare- 
teene compantes of Hozſe. 

The Arch-dnke came Eb mates to baht &t that 
place ſoeuer he found the ſtates fozces, in regard he knew 
of that conſcquent ft was, to ſuffer them to make them« 
ſelues ffrong tn Haunders. 

Don Lewis de Valaſco, generall of the Arch dukes Ars 
killerts came from Gilders and Berk vpon — — 
certatne companies, being thz& thonſande - all che reſt 
the commanders came from Brurels, and the Rendetions 
was at Bruges. 

Iſabella the Infanta was left at Gaunt thee camefrom 
Bruxels with the Arch-dnke. 

The Arch / duke came ont of Bruxels bpon Thurſday the 
nineteenth of June, Stilo noſtro, being the ſame day that 
the Dconſe called Albenus, diſtant krom Oſtend upon the 
Downes, an engliſh myle, was taken in by * 
rie, our Troupes be Oudenborough.
